The U.S. Supreme Court makes as much law by the 
cases it chooses not to hear as by those on which it 
hands do'*" ’■'cisions. 
'Early U - ,onth, the court declined to review a ruling 
made las, ,,iarch by the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia in the matter of the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission versus Home Box Office. The 
action — or non-action — could have far-reaching effects 
on the kind of television programming available to 
Americans in years to come. 
The decision by the Court of Appeals was the 
culmination of a long-running battle between com­ 
mercial television broadcasters and the cable television 
industry, between so-called free TV and pay TV, with the 
F.CC in the middle. 
At issue were the FCC’s regulations limiting movies 
and sports events which could be shown on cable 
television, the system under which subscribers pay a 
rhQnthly fee to have special programs piped into their 
homes. Cablecasters were prohibited, for example, 
from showing any film between three and ten years old, 
as well as many major sports events, even those not 
broadcast by commercial television. 
The three-judge appeals panel found unanimously that 
there was no evidence that cable television would ad­ 
versely affect either the public interest or over-the-air 
television; that the FCC had no statutory authority to 
regulate pay cable TV; and that it s restrictions violated 
the medium’s First Amendment right of free speech. 
Thus released from FCC regulation, will pay cable now 
proceed to “siphon off’’ events like the World Series or 
the Super Bowl which Americans now watch for free, as 
the commercial broadcasters have warned from the 
beginning? 
In testimony before a Senate subcommittee this 
summer, spokesmen for the cable televison industry said 
th£y had no intention of doing so. 
In any event, nothing is going to change very much 
very quickly. For one thing, although some 3,000 cable 
TV systems currently serve nearly 12 million homes 
around the country, the industry is still up against 
commercial TV’s enormous bidding power and what the 
cablecasters charge is the networks’ contractual “lock” 
;on new movies. 
And should the adverse effects the Court of Appeals 
;saw no sign of beginning to materialize, there is nothing 
: to prevent Congress from enacting legislation to protect

What the decision has done is to lift a cloud of un­

munications Commission versus Home Box Office. The 
action — or non-action — could have far-reaching effects 
on the kind of television programming available to 
Americans in years to come 
The decision by the Court of Appeals was the 
culmination of a long-running battle between com­ 
mercial television broadcasters and the cable television 
industry, between so-called free TV and pay TV, with the 
FCC in the middle. 
At issue were the FCC ’s regulations limiting movies 
and sports events which could be shown on cable 
television, the system under which subscribers pay a 
monthly fee to have special programs piped into their 
homes. Cablecasters were 
prohibited, for example, 
from showing any film between three and ten years old, 
as well as many major sports events, even those not 
broadcast by commercial television. 
The three-judge appeals panel found unanimously that 
there was no evidence that cable television would ad­ 
versely affect either the public interest or over-the-air 
television, that the FCC had no statutory authority to 
regulate pay cable TV ; and that it s restrictions violated 
the medium s First Amendment right of free speech. 
Thus released from FCC regulation, will pay cable now 
proceed to "siphon off" events like the World Series or 
the Super Bowl which Americans now watch for free, as 
the commercial broadcasters have warned from the 
beginning'* 
In testimony before a Senate subcommittee this 
summer, spokesmen for the cable televison industry said 
th*y had no intention of doing so. 
In any event, nothing is going to change very much 
very quickly. For one thing, although some 3,000 cable 
TV systems currently serve nearly 12 million homes 
around the country, the industry is still up against 
commercial TV's enormous bidding power and what the 
cablecasters charge is the networks' contractual "lock” 
on new movies. 
And should the adverse effects the Court of Appeals 
saw no sign of beginning to materialize, there is nothing 
to prevent Congress from enacting legislation to protect 
live TV 
What the decision has done is to lift a cloud of un­ 
certainty that has hov ered over the future of cable TV and 
to give promise not of less but of greater program 
¡diversity for the television watching public.

Lobbying for the Treaties

WASHINGTON - Pana­ 
manian Ambassador Ga­ 
briel I.* w ls has just con­ 
cluded a quick correspond 
ence course on how to win 
friends on Capitol Hill and 
influence their votes on the 
Panama Canal treaties. 
He was instructed confi­ 
dentially to court senators 
at "breakfast, lunch and 
dinner," to buy "a meal or 
two* for hungry reporters, 
to pass out contributions to 
the right senators and, 
above all, not to count on 
President Carter's inept 
lobbyists. 
A m b a ssad o r 
L e w is 
sought the advice of a 
professional 
persuader, 
N.C. IJvingstone, on what 
he could do to help per­ 
suade the Senate to ratify 
the Panama Canal treaty. 
The ambassador got back 
a candid, five-page memo 
on the letterhead of Hill, 
Uvingstone Associates, a 
Washington 
consulting 
firm. 
Livingstone 
cautioned 
that the White House lob­ 
byists, 
headed 
by 
the 
harassed 
Frank 
Moore, 
were babes in the legisla­ 
tive woods "Few members 
of Frank Moore’s congres­ 
sional liaison staff at the 
White House have any real 
credibility 
or demonstr­ 
able expertise on Capitol 
Hill," Uvingstone tipped 
off the ambassador. "To 
trust the White House to 
win 
ratification 
of 
the 
treaties is to take a severe 
risk." 
Instead , 
the 
memo 


advised the Panamanians 
to "concentrate on good, 
old-fashioned 
flesh-press­ 
ing and shoe-leather diplo­ 
macy." 
Explained 
the 
memo. 
"Build 
personal 
ties and rapport with mem­ 
bers of the Senate and their 
staffs. 
Court 
them 
at 
breakfast, 
lunch 
and 
dinner " In a sentence, Liv­ 
ingstone urged: "U ve at 
the U.S. Senate for the next 
six months" 
Another section of the 
memo, entitled "Persua 
sion by Contribution," of­ 
fered 
this 
confidential 
advice: "Next year is an 
election year 
Perhaps a 
dozen members of the Sen­ 
ate could be influenced by 
the promise of contribu­ 
tions or the threat to with 
hold 
such contributions 
Prominent business and la­ 
bor leaders could provide 
such pressure on key unde 
cided members " 
Perhaps as 
an 
after­ 
thought about the Korean 
scan d al, 
L iv in g s to n e 
added cautiously "This is, 
to be sure, a sensitive 
matter, but it is in no way 
unusual in U.S politics." 
The 
memo 
included 
some instructions for ma­ 
nipulating

media 
First, it reconunended that 
the Panamanians "forget 
about the Washington Post 
and the New York Times." 
These 
eminent 
newspa­ 
pers, 
explained

stone, "are already on your 
side " 
Instead, 
he 
suggested 
that they concentrate on 


■mailer 
papers 
whose 
Washington 
correspond­ 
ents, he said, are often 
slighted "Invite them per­ 
sonally to the embassy, 
grant them interviews, buy 
them a meal or two," he 
advised. 
Stressed 
the 
memo: "Moat journalists 
from the smaller publics 
tions don’t often get in vita 
tions of this kind " 
As another effective tac­ 
tic, 
Uvingstone 
recom­ 
mended that the Panam a­ 
nians generate grass-roots 
pressure 
This could be 
accomplished, he said, by 
ret rutting

by establishing close con­ 
tacts with "key opinion 
generators in each state" 
and by creating a citizens 
committee of "prominent

Marijuana compromise near 


WASHINGTON — A major revision of federal criminal 
laws, including a compromise formula to retain criminal 
penalties for possessing small amounts of marijauna, is near 
final action by the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
The committee scheduled another meeting this afternoon. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, DMass., co-sponsor of the bill, 
said only a few amendments remained to be considered 
before a final vote. 
By an 11-2 vote Tuesday, the committee adopted a com­ 
promise worked out by Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., a supporter 
of decriminalization, and Sen. Orrin G. Hatch, R-Utah, who 
believes marijuana smoking should continue to be a federal 
crime. 
The vote wiped out last Thursday’s action in which the 
committee approved a Bayh amendment removing federal 
criminal penalties for possession of less than an ounce of 
marijuana and substituting a $100 civil fine. 
In its place, he panel approved criminal penalties up to 
$100 for first-time possession of less than 10 grams. The 
penalties would go up to a $500 fine and 30 days in Jail for the 
third offense of possessing between 10 grams and an ounce. 
In all cases the offense would be classified as a criminal 
act, but the offender would receive a summons, somewhat 
like a traffic ticket, instead of being arrested. 


$4.16 million frees tycoon 


AMSTRERDAM, N etherlands 
(AP) 
— Dutch 
multimillionaire Maurits Caransa, freed unharmed by kid­ 
nappers early today, said he negotiated his own $4.16 million 
ransom. 
The 61-year-old real estate tycoon told a news conference 
the four abductors who grabbed him last Friday were “out 
only for money” and first demanded 40 million guilders 
($16.64 million) for his release. 
“We bargained and came to the sum of 10 million 
guilders," he said. He said he wrote his board of directors 
Sunday afternoon and instructed them to get the money from 
the bank and arrange “a drop in the street.” 
Caransa, who controls hotels, real estate and other enter­ 
prises valued at more than $40 million, was put out of a car in 
downtown Amsterdam at 1:30 a.m. local time after a 45-60 
minute ride from the “dark den” where he said he was held 
five days, handcuffed to a bed. 
The tycoon told a passing woman who he was, and she put 
him in a taxi and sent it to police headquarters. He was 
reunited there with his wife, daughter and several friends. 
After a physical examination, an ambulance took him to his 
home in Vinkeveen, south of The Hague. 


Carter plans radio-TV appeal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter, in a new move to 
solicit public support for his energy program, plans to make 
uis first television-radio address to the nation in more than 
six months.

Rex Granum, the president’s deputy press secretary, said 
the timing has not been fixed but can be expected “fairly 
soon,” perhaps later this week. 
There was speculation that Carter might take the occasion 
to discuss cancellation or postponement of his nine-nation 
tour scheduled to begin Nov. 22. 
He has said several times he would change his travel plans 
if they threatened to interfere with congressional action on 
energy legislation. 
Press Secretary Jody Powell said today “I don’t think 
anybody knows yet" whether the trip will be scrapped or 
altered. He said any cancellation or postponement would be 
unfortunate. 
Powell said the trip would fulfill the administration’s goal 
of dramatizing increased interest in developing nations. And 
it would permit Carter to meet with leaders of four major 
oilproducing countries — Saudi Arabia, Iran, Nigeria and 
Venezuela — Just prior to a major decision by the Organiza­ 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries on increasing oil 
prices. 


Brezhnev talks moratorium

Drying will not improve the 
quality of vegetables, so you 
must carefully select fresh 
and choice ones. To preserve 
the color and 
flavor, you 
should blanche the vegetables 
with hot water or steam. The 
drying procedure can be done 
right in your kitchen oven, Put 
the vegetables in single layers 
on trays. Although you can dry 
m ore 
than 
one 
kind 
of 
vegetables at a tim e, strong 
sm elling vegetables should be 
dried separately. 
Preheat the oven to 160 
degrees and load the trays, 


keeping the oven door open at 
least 4 inches. Place a fan out­ 
side the oven to direct air 
through 
the 
opening 
and 
across the oven. Keep the oven 
temperature no higher than 
140 degrees, and watch the 
drying vegetables closely to 
a v o i d 
s c o r c h i n g . 
Most 
vegetables will take from 2 to 
5 hours, depending on their 
moisture level. 
To make fruit rolls, also 
called fruit “leathers”, select 
any type of ripe or overripe 
fruit, such as apricots, apples, 
grapes, or peaches. Remove 
the stones or pits; remove the 
peel if you wish; cut the fruit 
into chunks; and place it in a 
food chopper or blender. For 
light colored fruit, add one 
tablespoon of lemon or lim e 
juice for each quart of fruit. 
Line a cookie sheet or tray 
with waxed paper and pour 
the blended fruit about '4 inch 
deep. Set the oven to its lowes* 
setting (140 degrees), and, 
leaving the oven door cracked 
open from two to six inches, 
the trays inside.

Fortunately, 
frogfish don’t grow larger than 
six inches long. 
A goosefish is a different 
story. It has a large, flat head 
with an enormous toothfilled 
mouth, and grows to weigh SO 
pounds. 
Its favorite foods include 
most other species of fish, all 
kinds of sea birds, plus lobsters 
and crabs for dessert. 
While freshwater anglers 
will never see these odd fish 
species, the fishing department 
at Mercury outboards says that 
saltwater anglers are likely to 
catch all three since they do live 
in coastal waters.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Lobbying for tho Troatiot

WASHINGTON - Panamanian Ambassador Gabriel 
Lewit has just concluded a quick correspondence course on 
how to win friends on Capitol Hill and influence their votes 
on the Panama Canal treaties. 
He was instructed confidentially to court senators at 
*breakfast, lunch and dinner,* to buy *a meal or two* for 
hungry reporters, to pass out contributions to the right 
senators and, above all, not to count on President Carter's 
inept lobbyists. 
Ambassador Lewis sought the advice of a professional 
persuader, N.C. Livingstone, on what he could do to help 
persuade the Senate to ratify the Panama Canal treaty. The 
ambassador got back a candid, five-page memo on the 
letterhead of Hill, Livingstone Associates, a Washington 
consulting firm. 
Livingstone cautioned that the White House lobbyists, 
headed by the harassed Frank Moore, were babes in the 
legislative woods. *Few members of Frank Moore’s 
congressional liaison staff at the White House have any real 
credibility or demonstrable expertise on Capitol Hill,* 
Livingstone tipped off the ambassador. ”To trust the White 
House to win ratification of the treaties is to take a severe 
risk.* 
Instead, the memo advised the Panamanians to 'concen­ 
trate on good, old-fashioned flesh-pressing and shoe-leather 
diplomacy.” Explained the memo: "Build personal ties and 
rapport with members of the Senate and their staffs. Court 
them at breakfast, lunch and dinner.* In a sentence, 
Livingstone urged: "Live at the U.S. Senate for the next six 
months.* 
Another section of the memo, entitled "Persuasion by 
Contribution,” offered this confidential advice: "Next year 
is an election year. Perhaps a dozen members of the Senate 
could be influenced by the promise of contributions or the 
threat to withhold such contributions. Prominent business 
and labor leaders could provide such pressure on key 
undecided members.” 
Perhaps as an afterthought about the Korean scandal, 
Uvingstone added cautiously: "This is, to be sure, a 
sensitive matter, but it is in no way unusual in U.S. politics.” 
The memo included some instructions for manipulating 
the media. First, it recommended that the Panamanians 
'forget about the Washington Post and the New York 
Times.” These eminent newspapers, explained Livingstone, 
*are already on your side.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department

The increase is due about 
equally to sharp hikes in the 
prices of foreign foods, 
notably coffee, and rising 
marketing and retailing costs, 
especially wages and fuel, 
they say. Prices U.S. farmers 
receive for the raw ingre­ 
dients have been even or 
down.

Farm price average by then 
could be almost 6 percent 
below last spring, it said. 
The biggest quarterly jump 
is expected between winter 


and spring, when the greatest 
movement of beef to slaughter 
in recent decades starts to 
drop off — if it does. 
In terms of the USDA’s 
hypothetical marketbasket of 
more than 60 U.S. farm-

1. The greatest sustained 
period of peacetime economic 
prosperity for the U.S. farmer 
has been

through spring, 1977. It was 
during this period that the 
farmer was producing all-out 
for the first time, and he was 
selling his crop on the basis of 
world demand. This was the 
first 
time 
outsiders 
could 
begin to comprehend how 
totally 
efficient 
the 
Anmerican food production 
process really is. Loan and 
target prices ceased to be 
meaningful, 
because 
the 
hungry bellies of the world 
were willing to pay a lot more 
for 
the 
commodities. 
The 
forces of supply and demand 
were at last allowed to func­ 
tion in a manner totally free 
from governmental interven­ 
tion 
2. There are two -- and only 
two - obstacles so far that the 
farmer has yet to surmount, 
spiraling costs and embargos. 
The first, of these is faced by 
every 
businessman 
in 
the 
country, but it is only the 
farmer who cannot merely 
pass these costs along to a con­ 
sumer. The farmer must take 
what the market offers, and if 
the market is not generous, 
the farmer must absorb the 
loss himself. But he knows 
this when he goes into farm­ 
ing. The second obstacle (em­ 
bargos) is the crudest, most 
insideous 
yet 
devised 
by 
because there is no way a 
farmer can prepare for them. 
Embargos 
occur 
only 
at 
time, when farmers are final­ 
ly reaping their rewards for 
their year’s work; and the bot­ 
tom is artificially knocked out 
of the 
marketplace by the 
hand of government. Then, in 
the years following embargos. 
prices begin a decline because 
of lost overseas markets and 
broken contracts Would you. 
Mr. Jones, ever so business 
again with a man who reneged 
on a contract with you? Why 
then would Japan, or India, or 
any other country dependent 
on our grain? Further, the on­ 
ly people in the U.S. who can 
“beat the bushes” to restore 
our 
lost 
markets 
-- 
the 
U.S.D A. - are spending all 
their resources administering 
the mandated socialism of the 
food 
stamp 
program. 
If 
U.S.D A. doesn’t develop new 
outlets for American food pro­ 
duction, then even a 50% plan 
ting 
set-aside 
program 
wouldn’t do much to improve 
prices 
to 
farmers. 
Un­ 
fortunately, it appears to me 
that loan and target prices are 
due to once again become the 
way of life for the farmer. 
3. Farm prices do not affect 
consumers, as you seem to 
believe. 
Sure, 
we 
all 
remember the “dollar-a-loaf" 
bread scare a few years ago 
when wheat was selling in ex­ 
cess of $5.00 per bushel. But, 
Mr Jones, what about today, 
when a loaf of bread costs 
more than it did then, and 
wheat sells for under $2.00? 
Why is it that farmers are 
blamed 
by 
people 
like 
yourself • for raising prices to 
the consumer, but the labor 
unions and middle-men are 
not blamed for raising prices 
during 
the 
periods 
of 
precipitous market decline, 
such as exists today? The 
American farmer is vitally 
dependent upon the housewife 
as an ultimate consumer of his 
annual production. He is not 
about to discourage her buy­ 
ing his goods. But how can you 
say that the past farm policies 
have “hurt the consumers”, 
when in fact, the percent of 
discretionary income spent on 
food in the'USA (17%) is not 
only the lowest in the world, 
but has actually declined from 
around 23% as recently as 
1957? If your new farm bill will 
help consumers, as you seem 
to imply that it will, my wife -- 
who also is a consumer - will 
be thrilled.

who have been saying budget

JEFFERSON CITY - Mis­ 
souri utility customers could 
benefit from three new rules 
adopted by the Public Service 
Commission 
(PSC), 
which 
regulates utilities in the state. 
The 
rules 
set 
uniform 
standards for utility billing, 
prohibit cutoff of electric or 
gas service during extremely 
cold weather and prohibit 
utility 
companies 
from 
passing along to consumers 
costs for certain types of 
advertising. 
All three measures were 
announced during the same 
week PSC chairman James P. 
Mulvaney announced that he 
plans to resign from the 
commission as soon as a 
replacement can be found by 
Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale. 
Mulvaney 
has 
been 
con­ 
sidered a 
spokesman 
for 
consumers on matters before 
the PSC. 
The billing standards rule is 
the result of a compromise 
with utility attorneys who 
raised legal barriers to the 
rule when it was first proposed 
in 1975. 
Major provisions 
include: 
✓ An extension 
of the 
payment period to 21 days 
before 
bills 
become 
delinquent. Many utilities now 
have a 10-day grace period. 
^ Utilities must refund 
security deposits, with in­ 
terest, to customers who have 
a satisfactory payment record 
for one year. 
^ Customers 
who 
are 


required 
to 
pay 
deposits 
during November, December 
and 
January 
can 
make 
arrangements to pay the 
deposit in installments. 
^ Companies 
may 
not 
estimate bills without reading 
meters for more than three 
consecutive 
months 
under 
most 
circumstances. 
The 
customer must be notified and 
allowed to read his own meter 
if for some reason the utility 
cannot make a reading for 
more than three months. 
✓ Electric, gas and water 
utilities must distribute an 
in fo rm atio n 
p am p h let 
describing 
utility 
and 
customer rights. 
The compromise rules are 
scheduled to go into effect 
Jan. 13. A public hearing on 
the changes in billing prac­ 
tices will be held in December 
in Jefferson City. 
Alberta Slavin, a St. Louis 
consumer 
advocate 
who 
resigned her short-lived PSC 
term in August to avoid Senate 
veto 
of 
her 
nomination, 
praised the compromise. 
“I have been very anxious to 
have these rules in effect. It 
gives consumers better tools 
to work with when they have 
problems with utility com­ 
panies,” Mrs. Slavin said. 
She said having a set of 
uniform statewide rules will 
eliminate 
confusion 
about 
whether the policies of a 
particular company are fair. 
One man had to place a $700 
security deposit with Union 
Electric, she said, and was 
told it would not be refunded 
for five years. Such practices 


would not be allowed under 
the new regulations. 
‘‘Finally people are learning 
from past 
mistakes 
that 
compromise is going to be 
beneficial to the consumer as 
well as to the utilities,” she 
said. 
One provision of the rules 
that was dropped in the 
compromise 
would 
have 
prevented companies from 
charging penalties for unpaid 
bills Instead, the commission 
will review each company's 
policy the next time it asks for 
a rate increase. . 
Another new PSC rule will 
stop gas and electric utilities 
from discontinuing service to 
a residential customer on a 
day when the temperature 
outdoors drops below freezing 
without first making personal 
contact with the customer to 
notify him that he has five 
days in which to pay his past 
due bill. 
The utility must also inform 
the customer that if he is 
unable to pay his bill, aid may 
be 
available 
from 
local 
charitable or social service 
agencies. 
The 
‘cold weather rule” 
goes into effect Nov. 1. 
The 
commission 
also 
proposed 
guidelines 
specifying which advertising 
costs can be charged as 
operating 
expenses 
in 
determining utility rates. 
In fo rm atio n al 
and 
promotional advertising will 
be allowed if it promotes off- 
peak use of telephone or 
electric service and does not 
endanger existing 
service. 


The ads must also be con­ 
sistent with state and national 
energy conservation efforts. 
Advertising 
which 
is 
political or of a public 
relations nature is disallowed, 
and must carry a disclaimer 
stating that the cost of the ad 
is not being paid by utility 
customers. 
Mulvaney, who was the 
force behind passage of these 
and other pro-consumer rules 
by the commission, said hie 
resignation will not slow the 
PSC’s consumer protection 
efforts. 
‘‘The

commission,” Mulvaney said.

areas are particularly lacking

"I’m v ery co ncerned abo ut 
rural areas," he say s. “ There 
are a lo t o f drug abusers o ut 
there who want help and can't 
get it." 
Pro grams to help ahusers

say s. 
"Abuse is a so cial pro blem no t 
handled by laws,” he say s. 
"I^gal appro aches hav e been 
utter and aby smal failures."

AGE DISCRIMINATION REFORM 


A few weeks ago, 1 wrote in this column about the Foster 
Grandparents program. I noted that one of the reasons this 
program is such a success is that it makes good use of the 
skills and experience of senior citi/en volunteers, people who 
still have much to give hut in some instances have been "put 
on the shelf" prematurely by mandatory retirement. 
I he "m andatory" retirement age of 65 got its start in the 
14.1()’s. When Congress created the Social Security program, 
it arbitrarily selected f>5 as the age at which a person would 
become eligible for Social Security benefits. 
There was 
nothing magic about the age 65. no scientific studies showing 
that this was the age when people suddenly stopped being 
productive workers. It simply seemed like a good age to let 
people retire and begin collecting benefits, il they wanted to 
do so. 
Since then, much has happened to lengthen the working 
life ot Americans Breakthroughs in medical research have 
given 
Americans 
longer 
and 
healthier 
lives. 
Other 
technological advances have made our jobs less physically 
demanding, putting more of a premium on mental alertness 
than physical strength. Because of these factors, any change 
in the customary retirement age logically should have been a 
change upward. 
Unfortunately, just the opposite has happened. Ihe age 
of 65. first suggested as an eligibility age for voluntarv 
retirement, has evolved into the age at which people can be 
forced out of work. At a time when they have tneir most and 
best to give, many of our older workers are being forced into 
unwanted 
and 
spirit-destroying 
idleness. 
I he National 
Institute on Aging recently found that three-fourths of our 
citizens over 65 are "intellectually and socially able, mentally 
vigorous, 
interested 
in 
their 
surroundings, 
eager 
to 
participate in the social life of family, kin and community." 
By forcing these people into retirement, we waste a valuable 
resource. 
Fortunately. that situation will improve somewhat, 
thanks to legislation recently approved by the House and 
Senate. Ihe bill will make it illegal to force most workers to 
retire because ot age before they are T). Ihe protection of 
this law. which will be phased in during the next few years, 
will not prevent an employer from dismissing an employee 
who has become incompetent, nor will it prevent a worker 
from taking voluntary retirement before age ’’() it fie wishes. 
When Congress first enacted the Older Americans Act 
in l% 5 . we established as a goal for the elderly "freedom, 
independence and exercise of individual initiative in planning 
their own lives." Abolishing mandatory retirement at 65 is an 
important step toward that goal.

That 
goes along with my general 
recommendations to women 
to be sure and drink plenty 
of fluids and then be sure to 
empty the bladder frequent­ 
ly. Office workers some­ 
times do not go to the bath­ 
room often enough and the 
full bladder simply makes 
matters worse. 
Some doctors recommend 
that a woman take an antibi­ 
otic after relations, usually 
Penicillin (1 or Macrodantin. 
This might result in taking 
lots of medicine, though, in a 
young active couple on their 
honeymoon. Itis worth ask­ 
ing your doctor about. Tub 
baths should probably be 
avoided; showers are pref­ 
erable.

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Making Washington proud

WASHINGTON - (N EA ) - There’s an unfortunate 
tendency - too frequently inspired and encouraged by the 
news media - to view the nation’s capital as a city 
populated almost exclusively by bumbling and corrupt 
bureaucrats. 
Washington undoubtedly has more than its share of 
scoundrels and scandals, but it has its quota of intelligent, 
dedicated, creative men and women working to improve 
themselves and their society. 
Typical of the people in that latter category is William 
M. Burke, a 31-year-old Massachusetts native who is part 
visionary and part hard-headed businessman. 
His unique specialty is providing a full range of services 
to the hordes of college students who descend on this city 
every year for internships, work-study projects and other 
programs that allow them to view their government at 
work and to participate in that program. 
Uncounted thousands of students now make that pilgrim­ 
age and their number grows annually. They come from bi, 
cities and rural communities. Some stay for only a month; 
others settle in for a year. Some are highly motivated with 
clearly defined goals; others are not. 
Most make the trip under the auspices of their college or 
university, and that’s where the trouble begins. Typically a 
political science professor is temporarily detached from 
teaching duties to supervise the Washington program. 
That faculty member may be one of the country’s 
leading authorities on the Federalist Papers, but he or she 
invariably has little or no expertise in finding student 
housing, locating temporary jobs or lining up guest 
lecturers. 
That’s where Burke comes in. After five years at the 
University of Massachusetts, including a stint as director 
of its Washington intern program, he resigned in April 1975 
to pursue a dream. 
Two months later, Burke had established the non-profit 
Washington Center for Learning Alternatives, an organiza­ 
tion that provides visiting students with everything from 
dormitory rooms to professionally taught courses. 
No fewer than nine banks turned down Burke’s request 
for loans to finance the untested concept, so he scraped 
together $30,000 from friends, relatives and small loans. 
The money was used as a down payment on a downtown 
building with 132 efficiencies and 40 one-bedroom apart­ 
ments. 
When Burke quit his job in New England, he didn’t have 
a commitment from a single college to participate in the 
venture. Today there are 174 schools affiliated with the 
program, many of them small instituitions that send only 
two or three students per semester to Washington. 
Burke convinced the Exxon Educational Foundation to 
provide an $82,000 grant for development of an academic 
program that now ranged from conventional courses on 
the federal budget, foreign policy and Congress, to more 
esoteric offerings on sexual politics and the performing 
arts. 
The Xerox Corporation donated $10,000 to aid in 
recruiting black students. The Olin Corporation Charitable 
Trust gave another $3,000. Participating schools pay $700 
for each student they send, but they can dispense with the 
services of the faculty coordinator. 
During its first year of operation, in 1976, the Washington 
Centei fui Learning Alternatives had a $150,000 deficit. 
This year, Burke expects to almost balance his budget. 
Despite that initial debt, he refuses to skimp on the 
supervision and organization necessary for a successful 
program. 
Burke’s most important asset is his infectious enthusi­ 
asm. He’s already dreaming about a Washington program 
for graduate students and the possibility of sim ilar 
operations in other major cities. 
Burke isn’t working on any major foreign policy 
initiatives or seeking to resolve the overriding domestic 
problems of our time. But he’s one of the thousands of 
people who make Washington proud - not ashamed - of 
their qity.

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M aking W ash in gton proud

W A SH IN G T O N - ( N K A ) - There's an unfortunate 
tendency - too frequently inspired and encouraged by the 
news media - to view the nation's capital as a city 
populated almost exclusively by bumbling and corrupt 
bureaucrats. 
Washington undoubtedly has m ore than its share of 
scoundrels and scandals, but it has its quota of intelligent, 
dedicated, creative men and women working to improve 
themselves and their society. 
Typical of the people in that latter category is W illiam 
M. Burke, a .'71-year-old Massachusetts native who is part 
visionary and part hard-headed businessman. 
His unique specialty is providing a full range of services 
to the hordes of college students who descend on this city 
every year for internships, work-study projects and other 
programs that allow them to view their government at 
work and to participate in that program 
Uncounted thousands of students now m ake that ptlgn.u- 
age and their number grows annually They come from bi. 
cities and rural communities. Som e stay for only a month 
others settle in for a year. Som e are highly motivated with 
clearly defined goals; others are not. 
Most m ake the trip under the auspices of their college or 
university, and that's where the trouble begins. Typically a 
political science professor is tem porarily detached from 
teaching duties to supervise the Washington program 
That faculty m ember m ay be one of the country’s 
leading authorities on the Federalist Papers, but he or she 
invariably has little or no expertise in finding student 
housing, locating tem porary jobs or lining up guest 
lecturers. 
That's where Burke comes in. After five years at the 
University of Massachusetts, including a stint as director 
of its Washington intern program, he resigned in April 1975 
to pursue a dream. 
Two months later, Burke had established the non-profit 
Washington Center for learn in g Alternatives, an organiza­ 
tion that provides visiting students with everything from 
dormitory rooms to professionally taught courses 
No fewer than nine banks turned down B u rk e’s request 
for loans to finance the untested concept, so he scraped 
together $30,<KM> from friends, relatives and sm all loans. 
The money was used as a down paym ent on a downtown 
building with 132 efficiencies and 40 one-bed room apart­ 
ments 
When Burke quit his job in New England, he didn't have 
a commitment from a single college to participate in the 
venture. Today there are 174 schools affiliated with the 
program, m any of them sm all uistituitions that send only 
two or three students per semester to Washington. 
Burke convinced the Exxon Educational Foundation to 
provide an $82,000 grant for development of an academic 
program that now ranged from conventional courses on 
the federal budget, foreign policy and Congress, to more 
esoteric offerings on sexual politics and the performing 
arts 
The 
Xerox Corporation donated $10,000 to aid in 
recruiting black students. The Olin Corporation Charitable 
Trust gave another $3,000 Participating schools pay $700 
for each student they send, but they can dispense with the 
services of the faculty coordinator. 
During its first year of operation, in 1976, the Washington 
Centei fui le a rn in g Alternatives had a $150,000 deficit. 
This year, Burke expects to almost balance his budget. 
Despite that initial debt, he refuses to skimp on the 
supervision and organization necessary for a successful 
program. 
Burke's most important asset is his infectious enthusi­ 
asm H e’s already dreaming about a Washington program 
for graduate students and the possibility of sim ilar 
operations in other m ajor cities 
Burke isn’t 
working on any m ajor foreign policy 
initiatives or seeking to resolve the overriding domestic 
problems of our tim e But he’s one of the thousands of 
people who m ake Washington proud - not ashamed - of 
I their qity.
